BACKGROUND: 

On 11/11/14, my partner and | were dispatched to a radio call at the “Good 
Will” store, located at 1218 Vine Street for a 415 man inside the store. Upon 
arrival we were met by Witness # 1, the “Good Will” manager (Estinoca, Johnny 
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DOB: 09/04/89) who stated that a male black adult (Later identified as Gibbs, 
Jordan Courtney DOB: 12/17/90) entered the “Good Will” store at approximately 
1530 hours holding a screw driver in his hand. Gibbs removed several store 
items (Miscellaneous clothes and a pair of shoes) from the store rack and exited 
the store through the front entrance without paying for the items. Wit #1 
(Estinoca) exited the store, confronted Gibbs and advised him to return all of 
the store items that he had in his possession. Gibbs turned in the direction of 
Estinoca, pointed the screw driver that he holding in his hand in the direction of 
Estinoca and stated, “You all aren’t going to do shit. I’m going to keep coming 
back.” Estinoca stated that he was in fear for his safety and did not continue to 
confront Gibbs. Gibbs mounted a white, female type bicycle and fled south 
bound on Vine Street from the “Good Will” parking lot. We advised Estinoca to 
file a crime report with LAPD. 


SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Thursday, November 13", 2014, my partner (Officer Nam #131) and | 
(Officer Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security 
officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews 
International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 
We were assigned to the bicycle team and deployed as B-6. 


At approximately 1645 hours we were dispatched to a radio call at the “Good 
Will” store, located at 1218 Vine Street for a Trespassing suspect taking 
property and refusing to leave. 


INVESTIGATION: 


Upon arrival we were met by Victim # 1 (Galeana, Ignacio DOB: 10/17/82) who 
stated that a male black adult (Later identified as Gibbs, Jordan Courtney DOB: 
12/17/90) entered the store, recovered a shopping cart from inside the store, 
removed miscellaneous clothes and two pairs of shoes from the store item 
racks. Galeana further stated that he observed Gibbs take off the shoes he was 
wearing and put on a pair of shoes that he removed from the store rack. Gibbs 
then attempted to exit the front entrance of the store with the shopping cart 
full of “Good Will” merchandise. Galeana advised Gibbs to stop and return the 
shopping cart and the merchandise that Gibbs did not pay for. Gibbs continued 
to attempt to exit the store. Galeana attempted to stop Gibbs from fully exiting 
the store by grabbing hold of the shopping cart and attempted to pull it back 
inside the store. Gibbs began to pull the Shopping cart outside of the store. 
Gibbs then reached inside of the shopping cart and recovered several items of 
miscellaneous clothes from the shopping cart along with a pair of shoes. Before 
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Gibbs managed to fully exit the store with the merchandise, Galeana was able 
to grab the pair of shoes that Gibbs placed in the shopping cart. Gibbs grabbed 
the shoes that Galeana attempted to recover and both Galeana and Gibbs both 
attempted to pull the shoes out of each other’s grip. Gibbs managed to recover 
one shoe while Galeana was able to recover the other shoe. Gibbs then stated, 
“I’m homeless. You don’t know what I’m willing to do for these clothes.” Gibbs 
then walked to the south end of the “Good Will” parking lot with the stolen 
items in his hand. Gibbs then ran back towards the direction of the front 
entrance of the store with a shoe raised over his head. Galeana was in fear for 
his safety and retreated back inside the store and locked the front entrance. 
Gibbs began yelling obscenities at Galeana through the front entrance glass 
doors while slamming the shoe against the glass doors. Gibbs then mounted a 
white, female type bicycle and fled east bound Lexington Street from the “Good 
Will” parking lot. 


Galeana stated that Witness #1, (Estinoca, Johnny) the “Good Will” store 
manager followed Gibbs from his personal vehicle. Estinoca called Galeana via 
cell phone and advised him of Gibbs’ location (6159 Santa Monica Boulevard). 
Fearing for Estinoca’s safety my partner and | decided to respond to Estinoca’s 
location to advise him that we would monitor Gibbs until LAPD arrived on scene. 
Upon arrival to 6159 Santa Monica Boulevard (To the rear) we observed Gibbs 
appearing to change cloths. Gibbs looked in our direction, mounted his white, 
female type bicycle and fled west bound though the alley to the rear of 6159 
Santa Monica Boulevard. My partner and | followed Gibbs from a short distance 
behind. Gibbs preceded south bound Vine Street from the east-west alley just 
north of Santa Monica Boulevard. Gibbs turned east bound onto Santa Monica 
Boulevard from Vine Street. Gibbs began to slow down and looked in my 
direction. | advised Gibbs to stop. Gibbs stopped, demounted his bicycle and 
stated, “What is going on?” 


ARREST: 

| advised Gibbs that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached form) for Penal Code 211 “Robbery”. LAPD Patrol Unit 6A66, Officers 


Baguinat # 40015 and Cross # 41102 responded to our location and took 
custody of Gibbs. 


BOOKING: 
Gibbs was booked at Hollywood Station for PC211 “Robbery” with the approval 


of Hollywood Division Watch Commander SGT. Vidal. 


ADDITIONAL: 
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Gibbs has no prior contact / arrest with the BID Office.
